our depression-ridden, war-threatened 
world needs some drastic re-organiza- 
tion. have had ample opportunity 
experience the horrors war and 
the desolations world-wide eco- 
nomic depression during the past two 
decades. 

The struggle against suicidal war 
economic 
chaos the main event for our coun- 
try. Practically nothing can con- 
sidered apart from this struggle. 

For, fail solve the War 
problem and the Economic problem, 
our civilization will down 
whirlpool chaos and violence, car- 
rying with the institutions light 
and learning. 


Aloofness Obsolete 


This time, there ever was 
one, stand aloof from world prob- 
lems the rarefied atmosphere 
pedagogy, educators might 
play our part simply teaching ac- 
cepted scientific facts such the mul- 
tiplication table and the undisputed 
revelations history. 

The social issues now before the 
educational world must not and 
cannot pushed into the background 
pretending that problems concerned 
with teaching methods, administration 
and school organization, for the kind 
educational system now have, 
are paramount significance edu- 
cators. 


What shall benefit perfect 
our educational system that youth 
leaves our learning, 
prepared the hilt something 
fine the world, the great mass 
these trained young people can find 
nothing do, and are finally sent 
fertilize the battlefields new war? 

when ask ourselves the ques- 
tion, “Does our educational system 
need re-organizing?” must preface 
the answer raising and dealing with 
the question, “re-organizing for what 
purpose, what end?” 

The world has experienced 


great deal re-organization public 
education since 1914. some coun- 
tries that re-organization was for the 
purpose developing centralized 
agencies for indoctrinating the mass 
people with beliefs the principles 
nostrums political and economic 
dictatorships. 


Menace Despotism 


The leaders those countries are 
realists, that they understand the 
absolute necessity organizing edu- 
cation according the patterns 
their regimes the end that shall 
contribute the despotic social organ- 
ization they are creating. 

Having smashed all other demo- 
cratic institutions, free speech, free 
press, and free assemblage, they had 
end once and for all the old system 
public education which some 
extent had promoted freedom in- 


quiry. 


Now, that’s one kind re-organi- 
zation education. frank say 
that don’t think need that kind. 
fact, most Americans are still ready 
put pretty strenuous fight 
keep our country from reaching that 
stage where the people feel helpless 
that they are ready permit some 
Sawdust Caesar things 
along the lines the totalitarian state. 


The Utopians 

There are some people who be- 
lieve that the teaching profession 
should decide upon the correct answers 
the problems our social order, and 
then unitedly work indoctrinate 
youth with those answers.

importance one who has been 
long away. assignment the 
latter choice, but observations may 
colored comparisons with expe- 
riences Hawaii. 


The Physical Plant 


First impressions are usually objec- 
tive, and therefore natural that 
one the first changes noted should 
the physical condition school- 
buildings. Coming back California 
1934 saw definite evidences 
building reconstruction. 

California has always had fine 
school-buildings. They have been the 
pride every community. But 
very recent years little consideration 
was given earthquake hazard. Fol- 
lowing recent serious earthquakes 
the southern part the state, and re- 
calling earlier disasters the north, 
California has set out resolutely 
program school-building rehabilita- 
tion which will insure safety our 
future generations citizens. 

first impression this building 
situation was one considerable 
chaos. Some school plants were being 
wrecked; others were abandoned and 
lying idle; and still others were being 
rebuilt strengthened. the mean- 
time the children were being cared for 
all sorts temporary ways, such 
tents, portables, double sessions, etc. 

Now one sees definite improvements 
coming out this situation. begin 
with, legislation has definitely assured 
all citizens that new school-buildings 
will hereafter properly built 
insure physical safety along with edu- 
cational efficiency. far strength- 


ening and rehabilitating present school 
structures concerned, most parts 
the state are proceeding orderly 
fashion improve the physical plant. 
unfortunate, course, that this 
situation should present itself just 
the peak the “depression,” but 
least the problem causing very care- 
ful consideration the part the 
educational staff and the citizens gen- 
erally which should eventually for 
the benefit society. 


The Financial Situation 


Following closely observation 
the actual physical plant, one im- 
pressed with changes the financing 
public education. Ten years ago 
school support was centered the 
local district. This meant inequality 
educational opportunity depending 
upon the attitude small local groups. 
Now, through recent constitutional 
amendment, the people California 
have recognized the principle equal- 
ity educational opportunity for all 
children the state. Furthermore, 
they have agreed that education 
important social development that 
adequate financial support education 
must first lien state revenues. 
These principles are essential the 
stability both education and society, 
and must maintained. 


Federal support new factor 
the financial picture that will probably 
bulk larger the future. Just the 
state has recognized the necessity 
properly educating all its citizens, 
the nation will eventually realize that 
must guarantee certain educational 
opportunities all its children 
are develop wise citizenry. 


Organization and Consolidation 


Coming from the highly centralized 
educational system Hawaii, one 
actively aware the decentralization 
California school organization. One 
sees thousands small districts strug- 
gling with inadequate organization 
machinery. One sees overlapping 
taxation districts, duplication organ- 
ization and much wasteful

The last Legislature had presented 
beginning program the con- 
solidation school districts. This 
program was only partially successful, 
because such program cuts 
political and patronage problems.

and consolidation. 


Curriculum Development 


far, have concerned ourselves 
with the more definitely objective 
changes the school situation. The 
curriculum not readily observed 
are buildings, finances and organi- 
zations. All will agree, however, that 
the curriculum vital the school 
situation, especially include 
our thought curriculum all phases 
the learning situation our chil- 
dren. 


The last decade has seen real shift 
educational emphasis from subject 
matter the child. This means that 
subject-matter now being revised 
and prepared for the use the child, 
instead being merely collection 
encyclopedic information “mas- 


tered” the child. 


This change emphasis very defi- 
nitely observable California. Large 
programs curriculum revision are 
being developed throughout the state 
under the able leadership the State 
Department. 

co-operative plan curriculum 
evaluation and improvement has been 
carried for several years San 
Diego. This local program typical 
others being developed and 
down the state, and its description will 
the general trend cur- 
riculum development. 

Here San Diego find the work 
carried means special staff 
councils and committees teachers, 
principals, and supervisors. Under this 
plan, curriculum revision proceeds 
continuously response needs and 
opportunities.

Historically, one would justified 
saying that over the last dozen 
years school people everywhere have 
become more and more conscious 
this problem, which ever-increasing 
importance. Obviously 
workers have realized 
chance assisting boys and girls 
solve the questions pertinent them 
and their generation lies the kind 
problems with which young people 
work and the kind materials they 
have opportunity utilize, to- 
gether with desirable techniques 
the solving the same. 


Extraneous Materials 


From all sources having with 
the improvement educational op- 
portunties, therefore, great wealth 
material being extended. This 
material reflects different approaches 
well different concepts regard- 
ing what the curriculum is, and the 
final answer rests largely upon 
philosophy education and 
terpretation how learning 
takes place.

his task. 


This view not agreement with 
that many who often consider the 
curriculum written materials 
units syllabi form. One would, 
therefore, safe saying that 
best these materials which call the 
curriculum can only suggestive and 
stimulative way approach and

Again, historically, one would 
say the curriculum materials when 
prepared the so-called expert were 
outline form and operated the 
realm somewhat narrow phil- 
osophy. Those who understand learn- 
ing best have become more flexible 
their point-of-view regarding ap- 
proaches and areas interest ma- 
terials for the curriculum. Hence, 
one finds these suggested patterns 
procedure less formal and 
organized the teacher such 
way indicate clearly the purposes 
the undertaking, the several pos- 
sible ways which the solution 
the problem can obtained, and the 
probable outcomes that might 
anticipated for the learner. 

this point the writer would like 
observe, because the fact that 
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the term “unit” has come into vogue 
and use quite definite way, that 
there danger this arrange- 
ment becoming itself quite 
static some the older material, 
but the trend has been toward the 
unit type organization. there 
great possibilities used from 
the point-of-view serving the 
needs.

living—in working and playing.

with the law, this statement offered. 


The most frequent type com- 
plaint involves charge merchant 
that public school teacher (usually 
music teacher physical education 
teacher) taking advantage his 
position sell supplies and equipment 
his pupils, thus depriving the mer- 
chant the patronage which 
feels entitled. passing upon 
complaints this and similar char- 
acter, School Code section 6.230 would 
quoted: 

“No officer named this Code, teacher 
any public school held under the pro- 
visions this Code, must act agent for 
any author, publisher, bookseller, any 
other person, introduce any book, ap- 
paratus, furniture, any article whatever; 
the common schools this state, any 
one more them, directly indi- 
rectly contract for, receive any gift 


reward for introducing recommending 
the same. 


“Any officer acting receiving must 
deemed guilty misdemeanor, and, 
conviction, punished fine im- 
prisonment, and removed from office.” 

interpreting School Code section 
6.230, the Attorney General has ruled 
that music teacher cannot purchase 
music supplies, including instruments, 
and retail them his pupils the 
school, and immaterial whether 
not the teacher makes profit any 
transaction (A. 7827). 

While the opinion the Attorney 
General confined one specific case, 
the set forth therein make 
quite evident that public school 
teacher can sell any supplies any 
kind any his pupils the public 
schools, except the risk being sub- 
jected the penalties prescribed for 
violations the section. 


less frequent than the one referred 
above, involves teachers and adminis- 
trators who act agents, sometimes 
unwittingly, for publishers and manu- 
facturers who are endeavoring place 
their books and materials the public 
schools. 


connection with this type 
activity, the Attorney General has 
ruled that violation School 
Code section 6.230 for any teacher 
accept the gift loan course-of- 
study from the publisher thereof, with 
the understanding that will report 
his opinion the course someone 
who from the nature the agree- 
ment would the principal the 
school the head department 
thereof (A. 8209). 


Extending the opinion the Attor- 
ney General what would appear 
its logical conclusion, School Code 
section 6.230 prohibits any teacher 
any public school from 
assisting 
whether for gain not, any publisher 
manufacturer placing. his mate- 
rials the public schools. 


However, the opinion the 
writer, the above-mentioned opinion 
not construed holding that 
public school teacher who has him- 
self prepared textbook other ma- 
may not negotiate for the 
adoption use thereof public 
school authorities. 


Another complaint, sometimes 
made private music teachers, that 
public school music teachers are giving 
instruction music after school hours. 
this sort complaint, should 
remembered that whatever business 
activities public school teacher may 
engage after school hours are his 
own business long such outside 
activities are lawful and not inter- 
fere with his duties and responsibilities 
public school teacher. 


There provision law which 
indicates that teacher may not 
engage any lawful activities may 


public school teacher, for compensa- 
tion, not itself unlawful. 


However, the opinion the 
writer that public school teacher 
who gives instruction during after 
school hours his public school 
pupils for compensation commits 
act which against public policy and 
therefore not permissible. 

With this one exception there ap- 
pears basis for holding that 
public school teacher may not en- 
gage activities outside school 
hours for compensation otherwise 
when such activities are not specifically 
prohibited law not interfere 
with the performance his duties and 
responsibilities 
teacher.

sis and treatment developed and prac- 
ticed the Detroit Public Schools. 
this group the last two chapters 
presenting the detailed statistical vali- 
dation and correlations will pecu- 
liarly valuable. 


There second larger group 
which this book will invaluable: 
those social workers without adequate 
psychological training who feel the 
need authoritative information 
the psychological aspects the prob- 
lems with which they are forced 
deal. not that the study this 
book will equip one administer the 
delicate test material prescribed, much 
less evaluate the scores, any more 
than the reading text anatomy 
will make one into full-fledged sur- 
geon; but that book like this trains 
one see maladjusted behavior, 
symptoms calling for psychological 
diagnosis.

Regardless the truth 
falsity that statement—and the 
writer inclined agree with it—it 
certainly cannot denied that takes 
imagination study history. 

history uninteresting the 
highschool student, fails ap- 
preciate the great events our na- 
tional development, the fault lies, 
more cases than most are willing 
admit, with the instructor. The 
chances are that the instructor, lack- 
ing imagination himself, has failed 
stir the imagination his pupils. 

The imaginative activities which can 
arouse the interest the students 
history, are many and varied. Space 
will not permit the discussion all, 
but the writing 
plays, editorials, working out panto- 
mimes tableaus, drawing cartoons 
may all used with profit. 

The instructor should suit the ac- 
tivities the events being studied. 
wise give the students choice 
number activities, for some can 
certain things better than others. 
Some may good drawing car- 
toons, while others may prefer 
write poems stories.

STANDARDS FOR TEACHERS 


PROBLEMS EDUCATIONAL STANDARDS FOR TEACHERS 


Clarence Phelps, President, Santa Barbara State College 


Two conditions prevent present 
educational standards 
especially those the elementary 
field, from becoming fully effective. 
One these the meager educa- 
tional requirements which many 
teachers were originally certificated 
teach. The second the ease with 
which teachers, once authorized 
teach, have been able secure per- 
manent certificates. 


Another condition that has bear- 
ing many cases these two 
the guarantee tenure position 
once secured and held for limited 
time. has been possible for 
teacher qualify under the lowest 
legal provision effect the time, 
teach for comparatively brief 
period, and then secure tenure 
position and permanence certifica- 
tion without the addition any in- 
crement academic professional 
training. 


According the National Survey 
the Education Teachers, the 
great majority our teachers are 
teaching, and many them are au- 
thorized continue for indefinite 
period teach, preparation below 
that now expected and practically re- 
quired new teachers entering the 
profession. 


Notwithstanding the fact that the 
problems teachers today are far 
more complex than they were 
decade two ago, many teachers 
who secured their 
years ago, and who may have made 
but little effort extend their prep- 
aration, meet the new standards 
they have from time time been 


advanced, are fully protected their 
positions and need never qualify 
under present standards they 
not choose so. 


The conflicting conditions affecting 
standards teacher-preparation are 
difficult deal with progressive 
way. They have come 
mainly through rapid changes 
social situations and 
educational philosophy. The general 
level public education has been 
comparatively brief period account 
these changes. Consequently, 
now logical demand more com- 
prehensive educational background 
than formerly basis for entering 
the teaching profession. 


Confused Situation 


There evidence today con- 
fused situation which some teach- 
ers have met requirements one time 
one way, others another time 
another way, and still others 
variety other ways. Naturally, 
the most recent standards call for 
more extensive period preparation 
than was previously demanded. But 
all teachers, once certificated, 
matter what time under what 
set requirements, are protected 
service the same laws and regula- 
tions.

two ago. The tendency the case 
new teachers, meet the cur- 
rent popular standards, whether they 
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are matter legal requirement 
not. far this done, and 
these teachers become more numer- 
ous, the differences 
between the newer and the older 
teachers will tend become more 
and more accentuated, ultimately and 
inevitably the disadvantage the 
less well trained. 


All over the country, according 
recent study, there growing 
consciousness the need for im- 
provement the preparation ele- 
mentary teachers. Three procedures 
are being used. One the offer- 
ing regular four-year teacher- 
training college course, provided 
nearly all states and required new 
teachers few states; another 
such revisions certification laws 
make them more nearly con- 
form the best opportunities for 
training available the state; and the 
third up-grading teachers 
service. 


Changes certification already 
made effective some states and 
contemplated others, tend toward 
two goals: elimination the lowest 
standards certification and the 
raising standards for, the 
ination of, permanent certification. 
The procedure favored the first 
case through state certification 
based improved educational pre- 
requisites, and the other, either 
through legal requirement consid- 
erably above the point 
certification, the substitution 
long-term renewable credential 
for the permanent certificate. 


Up-grading Difficult 

Space does not permit the inclusion 
illustrations from acts already ef- 
fective certain states, but recent 
events indicate that tendency 
rapidly developing which may ex- 
pected produce progressive and 
far-reaching results improvement 
teacher-preparation throughout the 
country.

least four kinds changes 
are now visibly taking place Ameri- 
can society which may expected 
justify new demands for all those 
kinds instruction and training 
our schools which 
designed affect the later civic be- 
haviors our pupils. 

The first these changes the 
rapidly increasing range and com- 
plexity the purely political prob- 
lems which confront adult citizens 
everywhere. 

The second growing appre- 
hension that unless large proportions 
voting citizens can measurably con- 
tribute the wholesome solution 
these political problems, our historic 
forms political democracy will 
forcibly superseded one more 
forms oligarchical government. 


The remaining two current changes 
considered here are taking place 
the fields public education rather 
than government. 


the first place geometrically in- 
creasing numbers our young people 
are attending full-time schools well 
into the late years adolescence. 
And finally, the thinkers and policy- 
makers who guide the operations 
public education are becoming keenly 
interested all those studies and other 
procedures schools which are aimed 
primarily socialize our young peo- 
ple towards better large-scale co-opera- 
tions, which purely political civic 
co-operations constitute for the pres- 
ent much the largest and most im- 
class. 


The first two the changing con- 
ditions noted above suggest the great 
urgency better civic educations 
schools, especially age levels 
18, are preserve and improve

ization the means warfare— 
find numerous instances where 
despairing peoples are consciously 
yielding dictators and oligarchies 
even such civic rights and responsible 
duties they had painfully won 
throughout the Nineteenth Century. 

Hence perplexed thinkers who still 
cherish ideals democracy are 
everywhere wondering how much 
longer the torches political liberty 
can kept alight France, Argen- 
tina, and the Netherlands? Perhaps 
only the Scandinavian countries, 
because their isolation and homo- 
geneity political needs, and 
Great Britain and the United States 
because their relative immunity 
from external pressures, can still expect 
prolonged survivals the constitutional 
and popularly responsible governments 
which have come recognize the 


chief visible manifestations political 
democracy. 


But even among these peoples 
ments the can probably persist

telligence and devotion through 
given educations. 


ROM early stages the evolution 

more less self-governing American 
communities—not only towns and col- 
onies but commonwealths, “home- 
ruled” cities and our nation itself, increas- 
ingly conscious inevitable roles among 
other co-operating nations—the general 
notion that all youth should 
exercise their later civic responsibilities 
and cherish their democratic rights has 
been held nearly all patriotic leaders. 

Unfortunately, only very naive and super- 
ficial analyses have anywhere yet been made

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Not few conservative educators may, 
course, expected doubt and even re- 
sist the proposals suggested above. Some 
these will skeptical how much free- 
dom speech and teaching will allowed 
politicians and others with vested inter- 
ests likely affected improved civic 
education youth. But far the more 
numerous the objectors will probably 
those who are unable now visualize prac- 
ticable working-programs courses and 
teaching-methods for the new lines. 

However, all these can only recom- 
mend the reading the histories any 
and all the advances which have taken 
place school educations during the last 
century—in the teaching the natural sci- 
ences, hygiene, the aesthetic arts, 
body-building sports, and the few voca- 
tions preparations for which have thus far 
been fairly well acclimatized school con- 
ditions. all these cases, even well-mean- 
ing and progressively disposed educators 
have long obstructed developments their 
skepticisms both the desirability and 
the feasibility the new ventures. 

The foregoing proposals need rounding 
out consideration two other topics 
before the ideas the present writer 
this subject can fully understood.

This not said lip service. me, 
there nothing more important than the 
planning facilities public education for 
youth and adults that all citizens shall 
have access clear understanding the 
vital social, political, and economic alter- 
natives from which they may choose de- 
ciding the future our democratic society. 


the extent that public education has 
failed bring youth and adults grips 
with the great issues our time, has 
failed serve the cause democracy. 
the extent that our educational system 
has the cause democracy, 
needs re-organizing. 


Now, must obvious that our educa- 
tional system has not thus far provided 
opportunities for the masses 
people achieve understanding their 
social problems through free discussion, 
guided study, and public debate. must 
admit that, instead boldly promoting 
vitalized study and discussion current 
controversial issues secondary schools, 
many places there has been disposition 
avoid them. For various reasons has been 
considered safer keep youth busy with 
study the technical forms government 
than with study the current problems 
which involve the social welfare. 

While this policy may safer for school 
administrations which like see things 
running smoothly with the least contro- 
versy, the side-stepping vital social and 
economic problems decidedly dangerous 
the welfare American democracy. 

But afraid that our complicated prob- 
lems will not wait until can raise 
new generation, trained especially the 
critical approach public questions. 
fact seems very clear that our 
society has now moved into the stage its 
development where civic education ele- 
mentary and secondary schools, even for 
children the masses, will not sufficient. 

best, formal education through the 
age can provide only founda- 
tion for the essential superstructure adult 


civic education. democracy that tries 
operate the midst social complexity, 
our educational institutions must always 
the process re-organization, re- 
orientation, re-adjustment. 

think that the greatest emphasis now 
should placed improved organization 
for adult civic education. 

think this, first, because great 
importance that those who now vote should 
have access systematic and free discus- 
sion the problems they must deal with; 
and second because, once the adults our 
communities have fair and competently 
managed discussion for themselves, they will 
want and will work get for their 
children.

the many problems that 
confronts the highschools this 
country the problem improving 
educational morale among the teach- 
ing force. This problem has become 
particularly important this time 
because the discouraging condi- 
tions attending the depression, result- 
ing salary reductions, increases 
class size, increase teacher load, 
dismissals, etc. 


Secondary school teaching 
“blind alley” job! This statement 
has often been heard those who 
find themselves engaged teaching 
the highschool level. 


Too classroom 
teachers are being rewarded for work 
well done being promoted better 
and more responsible positions the 
system which they are employed. 
Especially the smaller highschool 
systems has promoting 
ranks” become uncommon. 


Too much work, too many classes, 
too large classes, etc., robs the teacher 
who capable and has keen in- 
terest research the opportunity 
undertake this type work. Yet 
the highschool teachers themselves are 
helpless this situation. 


teacher really desires under- 
take some worthwhile piece re- 
search carry some pertinent 
experiment, she must either sac- 
rifice health, teaching quality, give 
the idea research and experi- 
menting entirely.

Graduated Credentials 


Create three types credentials 
certificates for teaching the high- 
schools, colleges and universities 
the state.

work.

So, teachers Latin, English, 
history, and mathematics the pre- 
vailing type, there great sur- 
plus, while teachers the newer 
social order and the newer subjects 
and with the new attitude old 
subjects, there shortage. This 
only natural time changing 
educational emphasis. 

proceed, the new social 
order calls for new supervision 
instruction, the need for fundamental

properly-trained, instead being too 
old and not alert the New Day 
Education.
